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Basketball  Tickets— Just  Not  Enough 


Controversy  over  ticket  distribution 
has  just  die<l  down,  but  it's  al>out  to  flare 
up  ajrin. 

The  basketball  ticket  distril)ution  sys- 
tem. announced  in  today’s  Universe  by  the 
Student  Athletic  Board,  will  be  even  tighter 
than  the  ticket  i)olicy  for  the  football  games. 

The  reason  is  simple:  only  3,500  tickets 
per  game  for  nearly  20.000  students  instead 
of  more  than  twice  that  much  for  football. 
To  even  complicate  the  problem.  l)asketball 
aeems  to  have  been  the  moi*e  widely-followed 
sport  here  during  the  last  several  yeare  be- 
<niuse  of  the  BYU  basketljall  teams’  succes- 
ses. 

The  student  ticket  distribution  will  l)e 
veiy  similar  to  last  .rear’s  plan,  with  seats 
^ing  given  out  at  6 a.m.  (in  the  foi-m  of 
passes)  which  are  exchanged  for  tickets 
the  night  of  the  game. 

What  of  the  other  Fieldhouse  seats?  A 
little  over  1200  go  to  facult.v  and  staff  (who 
have  to  pay  for  a season  ticket  and  at 
BYU  for  at  leasft  thi^ee  previous  years). 

Another  6,(K)0  are  paid  .season  tickets 
by  local  Provo  fans  and  BYU  alumni  (who 
incidentally  put  most  of  tlie  money  into  tlu 
present  Fieldhouse). 

Where  can  you  get  more  student  tick- 
ets? Or  season  tickets?  Or  staff  tickets? 
Yes  the  fact  is,  there  just  isn’t  any  more  to 
get. 

The  closed-circuit  tele\ising  in  the  pa.st 
couple  of  years  has  helped  to  relieve  some 


of  the  attendance  pressure,  but  not  enough 
to  insure  that  “ever.vlx>dy  will  l>e  hai)py  and 
' 1.” 

-)ther  systems  have  l)een  suggested,  but 
wiL  present  one  seeems  to  have  worked  the 
best. 

Assembl.xTiien  Mark  Howard  suggests 
that  seating  be  assigned  on  a class  basis, 
giving  better  seats  to  upj)er  cla.ssmen  l)e- 
cau.se  of  their  seniority.  (The  freshmen 
would  love  that). 

IBM  and  other  systems  have  been  stu- 
died by  the  Student  Athletic  Board,  but 
none  are  feasible  riglU  now  because  of  costs 
and  other  factore. 

BYU’s  basketball  teams,  esi)ecially 
when  they  win  National  Invitational  cham- 
pion.shijw.  attract  national  recognition  to 
our  school. 

Our  basketliall  team’s  scliedule  includes 
the  finest  hoop  squads  in  the  country. 

Tbis  then,  is  what  all  the  fuss  and 
ruckus  is  alx)ut.  The  facts  of  life  aie  simply 
that  the  Smith  Fieldliouse  is  not  big  enough 
to  meeet  the  deman<ls  of  area  basketball 
fans,  both  student  and  non-student. 

Instead  of  snarling  about  who  gets 
what  little  tickets  there  are  and  how.  we 
should  be  asking  whart.  can  we  do  to  get 
the  l)all  rolling  and  help  financially  on  a 
new  fieldhouse. 

Because  at  the  moment  that  would  seem 
the  ultimate  answer  to  the  mushrooming 
seating  prol)lem.

I appreciate  your  comments 
and  inquires  in  Letters  to  the  Ed- 
itor's Column  of  November  29.

1965  and 
quoted  again  by  Brother  New- 
quist,  page  273  in  his  book  “Pro- 
phets. Principles  and  National 
Survival".  I suggest  that  you  read 
both  Elder  Benson’s  entire  talk 
as  well  as  Newquists  book. 

My  information  regarding  the 
Illuminati  did  not  come  by  way 
of  any  anti-Semitic  literature.

The  question  of  who  ge(s  re  er- 
ved  student  tickets  and  how  many 
dominated  a sometimes-stormy 
session  of  the  ASBYU  Execu.ivt' 
Ck)uncil  Wednesday  night. 

Three  controversial  policies  set 
by  the  Student  .Athletic  Bo-ird  and 
supported  strongly  by  ASBYl' 
Preeidenl  Lynn  Southam  wore 
voted  on  by  the  Council:  one  pass- 
ed. the  other  two  proposals  were 
voted  down. 

The  Student  Athletic  Board  had 
decidt*d  to  alluw  the  Cougar  Mar- 
ching Band's  104  members  a total 
of  150  tickets,  but  the  band  prei-s- 
ed  for  176 

BAND  NEEDS  MORE? 

Student  RelaJons  \’ice-Presi- 
dent  Del  Williams  pointed  out 
that  extra  seats  were  needed  for 
wives  of  band  members  and  lead- 
ers. plus  some  extra  room  to  pro- 
vide space  for  the  instrumen'.s. 

John  Hawkins.  Student  Athletic 
Board  Chairman,  said  that  the 
band  was  the  only  group  that  was 
not  cut  in  the  number  of  rickets 
they  were  alloted  (they  had  150) 
last  year  and  was  the  only  group 
that  wanted  more. 

“They've  been  using  tickets  as 
a lever  to  recruit  band  mem- 
bers." he  said,  and  pointed  out 
that  other  universities  used  smal- 
ler pep  bands. 

MOTION  FAILS 

Williams  then  made  a motion 
to  up  the  number  of  band  tic- 
kets from  150  to  180.  but  the  mo- 
tion w’as  defeated  by  a 7 to  4 mar- 
gin. 

The  other  two  Board  proposals 
did  not  fare  so  well  however. 
They  hinged  around  the  central 
idea  that  Executive  Council  mem- 
bers. as  heads  of  all  major  organ- 
izations would  receive  tickets, 
and  that  Assemblymen,  additional 
class  officers,  and  olher  elected 
officials  would  not  get  tickets.

It  shows  details  of  rubble-strewn 
crater  walls  and  interior  peaks 
never  before  seen  in  a photograph. 

“It  is  almost  as  though  a photo- 
grapher actually  stood  inside  the 
crater  to  take  these  shots,”  said 
one  NASA  official.  “The  detail  is 
as  good  you  might  get  from  a pic- 
ture at  10.000  feet  of  the  mountains 
outside  Los  Angeles.” 

Copernicus  is  one  of  the  moon’s 
famous  “Ray”  craters.  A person 
with  a pair  of  binoculars  on  a good 
night  can  clearly  see  the  crater- 
gouged  at  some  time  in  the  dim 
past  by  a gigantic  meteorite— and 
the  light-colored  streaks  of  rubble 
spreading  out  from  it. 

It  is  60  miles  across  and  about 
two  miles  deep.  Astronomical 
photographs  taken  from  earth,  of 
necessity  peering  directly  down  at 
the  crater,  show  little  of  its  dis- 
ordered depths.  The  new  pictures 
were  taken  at  an  oblique  angle  and 
capture  vertical  features  never  ob- 
served before. 


New  Plan  To 
Test  Cigarettes 

WASHINGTON  {UPI)-The  Ame- 
rican Cancer  Society  today  recom- 
mended that  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  adopt  specific,  uni- 
form test  procedures  for  deter- 
mining the  tar  and  nicotine  con- 
tent of  cigarettes  and  make  re- 
sults available  to  the  public. 

In  a technical  report  address- 
ed to  FTC  Chairman  Paul  Rand 
Dixon  and  presented  at  a public 
hearing,  the  society  said  test  stand- 
ards that  accurately  show  the 
amounts  of  hannful  substances  in 
cigarettes  are  needed  because 
“Those  who  continue  the  habit 
should  be  able  to  choose  cigarettes 
with  low  tar  and  nicotine  in  the 
main  stream  of  smoke.” 

The  recommendations,  support- 
ed by  technical  discussions  of  the 
reasoning  behind  them,  were  ac- 
companied by  a statement  urging 
cigarette  smokers  to  quit. 

“The  society  strongly  urges  men 
and  women  to  give  up  cigarette 
smoking  in  order  to  protect  them- 
selves against  cancer,  emphysema 
and  heart  disease.”  the  statement 
said.  It  was  signed  by  Dr.  Harold 
S.  Di^l,  the  society’s  deputy  ex- 
ecutive vice  president  for  research 
and  medical  affairs. 

The  recommendations  included: 

—The  butt  length  to  which  test 
cigarettes  are  smoked  should  be 
23mm  for  non-filters,  and  the  len-i 
gth  of  the  filter  and  overwrap  plus ! 
3mm  for  filter  cigarettes.  This  ap-! 
proximates  the  average  lengths  to 
which  these  are  smoked. 

-The  tar  should  be  reported  on 
a “dry”  basis  to  standardize  com- 
parisons. 

—“The  results  of  testing  des- 
cribed in  adequate  detail  (should) 
be  made,,available  to  all  interested 
parties.” 


It  could  be  widely  dispersed  in 
Europe,  for  example,  and  would 
be  less  vulnerable  than  modern  jet 
fighters  which  today  are  bunched 
on  airdromes  with  long  concrete 
runways.

The  Pentagon  said  a decision  on 
whether  to  buy  the  dozen  test 
planes  would  be  made  late  next 
year  following  studies  the  contrac- 
tors now  will  make. 

The  two  contractors  will  estab- 
lish their  management  office  in 
Munich,  and  the  government  of- 
fice supervising  the  project  will 
be  at  Wright  Patterson  Air  Force 
Base,  Dayton,  Ohio. 

The  project  calls  for  50-50  shar- 
ing by  West  Germany  and  Amer- 
ica on  all  parts  of  the  program 
except  for  engines. 

A VSTOL  airplane  of  the  type  en- 
visioned would  require  two  differ- 
ent sets  of  engines,  one  known  as 
“lift  engines”  for  the  vertical  take- 
off and  landing,  the  other  as  “lift 
cruise”  for  horizontal  flight. 

Development  of  the  lift  engines 
is  being  done  jointly  by  britain’s 
Rolls  Royce  and  the  Allison  Div- 
ison of  General  Motors.

NEW  YORK  (UPI)-When  Jim 
Lewis  counts  on  his  fingers,  he 
can't  get  up  to  10.  He  only  has 
one  finger  on  one  hand  and  three 
OTi  the  other. 

He  can’t  count  on  his  toes.  Arti- 
ficial limbs  aren’t  made  the  way 
yours  are. 

LESS  THAN  USUAL 

Lewis  doesn't  mind  me  telling 
you  this.  And  he  doesn’t  mind  any- 
one noticing  that  nature  play^ 
some  tricks,  sending  him  into  the 
world  with  less  than  the  usual  com- 
plement of  fingers  and  toes. 

’T  was  always  able  to  do  any- 
thing the  other  kids  did,”  He  saids. 

There’s  a certain  amount  of  un- 
derstatemerd  there,  but  it’s  the 
I^ilosophy  that  has  enabled  Lewis 
to  cornw  a share  of  the  miracle 
market  during  his  28  years  on  this 
planet. 

His  deformed  legs  were  amputat- 
ed when  he  was  seven.  He  received 
artifical  limbs.  By  the  age  11  he 
was  doing  well  in  school  and  sing- 
ing in  the  church  dioir.  Then  he 
was  orphaned. 

Crutches  helped  him  move  along 
on  the  artifical  limbs.  By  the  age 
of  16.  additional  bolstering  came 
from  foster  parents.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Andrew  Montgomery  (rf  San  Jose. 
Calif. 

Lewis  was  in  New  York  to  show 


Beginning 

participants  in  a Goodwill  Rehab- 
ilitation Conference  how  well  good 
medical  and  surgical  care  and 
training,  plus  enormous  pluck,  pay 
off. 

He  graduated  from  Goodwill  to 
r^ir  musical  instruments.  TTien 
he  was  hired  by  Lockheed  .Missile 
and  Space  Co.  in  Sunnyvale.  Calif. 

Ordinarily,  that  would  be  the 
happy  ending  of  one  more  surcess- 
ful  rehabilitation  case.  But  Lewis 
figures  he’s  just  at  the  beginning. 

What  he  really  wants  to  do,  as 
he  puts  it,  is—  “Become  an  enter- 
tainer and  the  best  on  the  world  in 
my  field.” 

He  sings,  composes  music,  writ- 
es his  own  arrangements  for  a 
four-piece  combo  that  plays  in  San 
Jose  night  clubs  and  at  local 
dances. 

Lewis  has  a great  voice.  When 
he  sings,  there's  heart  in  every 
note.

“If  you’re  born  with  defects  or 
acquire  them  later.”  Lewis  said 
“You  just  have  to  look  at  it  as  per- 
manent and  utilize  life  acetK'dingly. 
doing  your  best  at  whatever  it  is 
that  you  can  do.”
